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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . In claim 45, line 2, before "an" delete "wherein" and insert "further comprising", 
and in line 3 after "thereof delete "is additionally present". 

2. Cancel claim 64. 
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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's arguments and amendments to the claims filed March 17, 2009 has 
been fully considered. In light of the Applicant's amendments, claims 6, 43-47 and 50- 
63 are allowed and renumbered to claims 1-20. 

In light of the amendments to the specification the specification objection is 
withdrawn. 

In light of the Applicant's arguments, the references B02 and B06 in the 
information disclosure statement filed December 23, 2004 are considered. 

In light of the cancellation of claims the 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph rejection of 
claims 42, 49 and 53 is withdrawn. 

In light of the amendment to the claims the 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph 
rejection of claims 6 and 42 is withdrawn. 

In light of the Applicant's arguments, the 35 U.S.C. 102(b) rejection of claims 6, 
42, 43, 44 and 51 as being anticipated by Chaiyabutr et al. is withdrawn. Particularly, 
the Applicant agrees that oxyphenonium bromide is not an acetylcholine enhancer. 
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In light of the Applicant's arguments, the 35 U.S. C. 103(a) rejection of claims 13, 
45, 48, 49, 53, 54, 57, 58 and 63 as being unpatentable over Chaiyabutr et al. in view of 
WHO, Alexander et al. and Bissbort et al. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 6, 
43-47 and 50-63 are drawn to a composition comprising phanquinone, clioquinol, 
vitamin B12 and an acetylcholine enhancer. The art does not teach the combination of 
the above components for any reason, and there is no motivation to combine the above 
components.
